John S. Montgomery, of Shelby- 
ville, Tenn., Indicted.

The Chief of Detectives on His Trail 
With a Warrant, 


Frank Watkins, Chief of Detectives, left 
last night for Shelbyville, Tenn., with a re- 
quisition in his pocket for Robert 8. Mont- 
gomery, president of a savings bank at that 
place. The charge is swindling the firm of G. 
H. Small & Co., 114 North Fourth street, out 
of $10,000. 

About the middle of{[February last Mr. Monte 
gomery, who is 50 years of age and a respect- 
ableand dignified-looking individual, came 
to this city and cailed upon Mr. Small. He 
told a very plausible story. He said that he 
was a wealthy man in his own section of the 
country, and that.be had previously dealt 
with E. M.Samuel & Sons, inthis city. He 
had resolved to make a change, and he came 
to Mr. Sniall because he had heard that gen- 
tleman was a wide-awake broxer. 

Mr. Montgomery wished to purchase 60,000 


bushels of grain, and he wanted Mr. Small to 
negotiate the matter forbim. He requested 
that the firm purchase for bim on ’Change 
25,000 bushels of corn and 35,000 bushels of 
wheot. As he was assured of Mr. Small’s 
standing and business ability, Mr. 
Montgomery also entrusted him§jwith?8the 
purchase of 40,000 bushels of corn and 60,000 
bushels of wheat for the bank of which he 
was president at Shelbyville. The bauker 
made quite a favorable impression. He rep- 
resented thai, besides his real estate and ine« 
terest in the bank, he possessed $18,000 worth 
of railroad bonds at par, which would 
soon be very valuable. He ree 
lated the gigantic speculations which 
Samuel & Sons had managed for him, 
incidentally alluded to his horses, farms, 
banks, etc., and, in fact, gave himself a goild- 
edged appearance financialiy. Mr. Small 
thought he had secured a very good custom- 
er. The grain was purchased. In payment, 
Mr. Montgomery tendered four drafts, two 
for $1,500 each, one for $3,000, and ene for 
$3,150. The drafts were drawn on the Shel- 
byville Bank. They were to be paid three 
days after sight. This wasjan extremely long 
time, but Mr. Montgomery was apparently 
so solid that the firm, at his request, gave 
him the indulgence. 

It is stated that Mr. Montgamery disposed 
of the grain right away, pockéted the pro- 
ceeds, left town next day, and has not been 
seen bere since. Two of the drafts were 
placed for collection with the Commercial 
Bank and two with the Vaijley National Bank, 
of this city. Before they were sent Small & 
Co. discovered a clerical error in the drawing 
of them, and in the same mail which carried 
them was sent a letter of explanation, which 
would imake things right. Thére was an 
unexplained delay at Shelbyville. 
A week or ten days passed and there was 
no money forthcoming. Mr. George H. 
Small grew tired of waiting and he went to 
Shelbyville to investigate. He sfound the 
bank, found that a ‘was its presi- 
dent, and there his finding ended. Mr. 
Montgomery was not in town. He was out 
on his farm several miles in the country and 
might not be. ‘in for several days. 
Mr. Small’ inquired of the bank cashier 
whether the drafts and letter of explanation 
bad been received from St.Louis. The cashier 
replied that he had received the letter all 
right, but had never seenany drafts. He was 
told that they both came by the same mail, 
and he feigned the most beau- 
tiful surprise, and declared that 
was the first ne had heard about fit. 
Mr. Small waited around for several days, 
but never could succeed in catching his cus- 
tomer, the ingenious Mr. Montgomery. He 
came bome disgusted, and when he arrived 
here he found oa investigation that the same 
man had also swindled E. M. Samuel & Sons 
out of $9,000. The latter were about to pro- 
ceed criminally when Montgomery came up 
with $3,000 cash and settled the matter. 

Mr. Small went before the last grand jury 
and laid his case before them,the result be- 
ing that Montgomery was indicted and the 
requisition secured which Frank Watkins 
carried with him last night. It is expected 
that the detective will be back with his man 
in three or four days. 

Mr. Small says that the cashier of the bank 
is a pnotary public, and is criminally liable for 
the disappearance of the drafts. If the bank 
had acknowledged the receipt of them it 
wouild have no other course but to pay them, 
but as it isfalleged that the papers were never 
received, the payment of the whole sum, 
nearly $10,009, can be evaded. The cashier’s 
bondsmen are liable under the facts, and 
an attempt will be made to indict him, 
as Mr. Small has evidence that the 
drafts were received at the bank. 
He has also discovered that Mr. Montgomery 
did not own $18,000 worth of railroadgstock, 
having disposed of itsome time ago. It is 
stated that he also got away with sums of 
money from several firms in town, but the 
amounts are small and no prosecution will be 
instituted. Hehad workedthe game suc- 
cessfully in Chicago before he came here,

Giuseppe Garibaldi Passes Peace- 
fully Away. 


—_— 


The Romantic Career of the Great 
Italian Liberator. 


The Loss of His Wife Anita—His Daring 
Exploits and Services in Italy. 


Giuseppe (Joseph) Garibaldi, popularly 
known as the liberator of Italy, whose death 
is announced this morning, was born at Nice, 
July 22, 1807, in the same house and chamber 
wherein Massena was born. His father, 
Dominique Garibaldi, was a sailor whose life 
had been prominent only for its vicissitudes. 
From his earliest youth Garibaldi mani- 
fested a brave and _ fearless _ spirit, 
coupled with a changeless feeling of pity and 
sympathy for the weak, the unfortunate and 
the suffering. Atthe age of 8 he plunged 
intothe Var and rescued a drowning woman. 
A few years later, when some of his com- 
panions, Salling in a boat between Nice and 
Villafranca, were in imminent peril, owing 
tothe rise ofa storm, he swam out and 
saved them. Having received an excellent 
education, he was pressed to adopt a profes- 
sional career, but the combined instincts ofthe 
ssilor aud soldier were too strong within 
him to allow of asedentary life. He served 


for some time in the Sardinian Navy, and has 
viven an interesting account of his early voy- 
aces. In 1832 Mazzini deemed matters ripe 
forarising against Charles Albert, but the 
insurrection Was frustrated, and Garibaldi, 
who bad joined in it, escaped with great difti- 
culty. ‘wo years later he was implicated in 
asecond attempt and condemned to death. 
Then, despairing of the future of his coun- 
try, be escaped to France, where he sailed 
from Marseilles and offered his services to 
the Bey of Tunis, but, changing his purpose, 
went to South America instead, where 
HE SPENT HIGUT YEARS IN FIGHTING 

forthe RioGrande Republic. Subsequently 
he engaged in the service of the Republic of 
Montivideo and fought against Rosas, the 
usurper of Buenos Ayres,and accompanied by 
his dcvoted wife, Anita, passed througha 
series of surprising adventures.For four years 
be was in command of the littl Monte 
yideau army and fought the battle of Salto 
San, Antonio, while his entire army num-« 
bered but 2,000 men. Returning to Italy, he 
took a prominent part in the great revolution. 
ary movements of 1548,tirst offering his sword, 
unsuccessfully, to Pius IX., and, being 
repulsed by Charles Albert, tendered bis 
services to the Provisional Government of 
Rome. Fallingin with Mazzini at Milan, 
thetwo patriots proceeded to Rome upon the 
fightofthe Pope. The Republic was estab~ 
lished and for sometime all went well under 
tue cuiding spirit of Mazzini, with Garibaldi 
as commander ofthe forces. The siege of 
iicme belongs to history. In addition to the 
French as assailants, the Italian patriots had 
io reckon With the King of Naples, who re- 
duced bis subjects to submission with shot 
and shell. Garibaldi encountered a Neapoli- 
len army, nearly 15,000 strong, at Palestrina, 
drove them to Velletri, and finally chased 
them to the banks of the Voiturno and was 


preparing for a march on Naples, 
wheu he was recalled to Rome. Negotia- 
tions were pending for the surrender 


of the city, and Mazzini, deeming it wiser in 
the interests of Rome, asthe future capital 
of [taiy, not to risk its destruction, gave up 
the eity. Garibaldi left Romeas the French 
entered it; but he was uncertain whither to 
direct his footsteps. At length, unable long- 
er to contend against the overwhelming 
forces of Austria, 900 of his men gave them- 
-clves up, and coviraryto the conditions of 
surrender, they were immediately made pris- 
o1ers and sentto Mantua, where many of 
them were flogged. Accompanied by some 
5309 of his band 

GARIBALDI BROKE THROUGH HIS GUARDS, 
reached the spore, embarked in fishing boats, 
and were making toward Venice,:when they 
were pursued by the Austrian steamers. Two 
of the boats (Garibaldi being in one of them) 
gained the shore near Rimini, where occurred 
one of the most pathetic passages in the brave 
soldier’s history. His wite, Aaita, was so ij] 
anid worn that she could not walk. Garie- 
baldi, anxious for her safety, separated 


bimself from __his companions and 
bore his faithful Anita in his 
arms. On the third day he knocked at the 


door of a peasant and asked for water for 
her, and while in the very act of placing the 
reviving fluid to her lips, she expired. He 
afterwards reached Venice, from thence went 
to Genoa, next to Tunis and Gibraltar. Ex- 
pelled from the latter place by the Governor, 
he took a ship for Liverpool, and sailed to 
the United States. In 1850 he was engaged 
in making tallow-candles in a manufactory 
on Staten Island, but his restless spirit could 
not be subdued, and he shorily took to the 
fea, making several voyages to 
China and Australia. A. few vears 
isterbe wasin England, visiting the Tyne, 
and the inhabitants of Newcastle, through 
Mr. Cowen, presented him with asword and 
atelescope. Public order having been es- 
tablished in Sardinia, Garibaldi purchased 
the island of Caprera, where he settieddown 
to farming pursuits, and by becoming a trader 
to Nice he obtained the recognition of his 
rauk in the Sardinian navy. Meanwhile,polit- 


feal events in Itaiy moved forward 
rapidly, and in April, 1859, 
Caronl sent for Garibaldi.

school for all the ragved outcasts to be found 
in the streets, and then expelled the Jesuits 
from Naples, declaring the States of the 
Crown as national property. On the 9th of 
November, 1860, Garibaldi left Naples to re- 
turn to Caprera, and on the 27th his army 
was disbanded. He was afterward elected to 
the Chamber of Deputies, but resigned his 
seat on the 7th of January, 1854, explaining 
his reasons to the directors of N aples as fol- 
lows: “The cession of Nice wounded me 
deeply, but now that I see the shame of 


Sicily succeed to the sale of Nicge—of 
Sicily, which I love to eall the coun- 
try of my _ adoption—I feel myself 


compelled to restore to you a trust which fet- 
ters my conscience and renders me tndirectly 
an accomplice of crimes which are not my 
own.’’ In April, 1864, Garibaldi visited Lon- 
don and 
WAS THE RECIPIENT OF UNUSUAL HONORS. 
In June, 1866, he appeared at Genoa, and 
re-entered the campaign against the Austrt- 
ans, but at Monte Suello he was wounded in 
the thigh and compelled to retire. In 1867 
he opened the Roman question and prepared 
to invade the Papal States. but was arrested 
and confined at Caprera. Kscaping thence 
he proceeded to Florence and incited the 
people to join the insurgent bands already 
gathered on the Roman frontier, and made 
several decisive conquests, but finally met 
defeat at Rentina, and again retired to Ca- 
prera, whence he wrote, in July, 1868: “Our 
peopie, Without abandoning the Jabor which 
preserves the body, should think of freeing 
their mind. For what kind of liberty is to be 


expected from a nation which every day falls 
down at the feet of priests, the 
pedestal of every tyranny, and the 


soldiers of the most atrocious of Italy’s 
tyrants? Ishail believe that our people mean 
freedom when 1 see the shop of St. Peter 
turned into an asylnm for the indigent; 
when I see the flask of St. Januarius broken 
on the tonsured pate of the ludicrous sor- 
cerer, Come what will, I snall die unbappy 
if,on the day you fight for Italy’s liberty— 
which I hope will be soon—I cannot follow 
vou, at least in an ambulance.” In August, 
1868, Garibaldi again resigned his seat asa 
deputy in the Italian Partiament, and in 
1870 he journeyed to France and offered 
his services tothe Government of the National 
Defense. He was nominated to a command 
in the Vosges, but owing to a variety of cir- 
cumstances his troops were unsuccessful in 


the field, and on January 7, 187i, they were. 


defeated near Montbard by Col. Von Daunen- 
burg. In February he was returned to the 
National Assembly in Paris and several of the 
departments, but resigned his position asa 
Deputy atthe preliminary sitting of the As- 
sembiy at Bordeaux. He was returned to 
the Italian Parliament in 1874, and on taking 
his seat in January, 1875, received a 
flattering ovation. A short time previously 
a national gift had been voted to him by the 
Chamber of Deputies, and, his straitened 
pecuniary circumstances becoming a matter 
of noteriety,donations showered in upon him 
from various parts of the world, many of 
which he declined. In 1876 he accepted a 
donation of 100,000 lire, the gift of the King 
of Italy and the Itailan people. 

There have been careers as brave and daring 
as that of Garibaldi, but that which has 
given him the immertal gratitude of the 
Italian nation 1s tbe spotless purity 
of his life and the almost unparalleled single- 
pess of his aims. 

IN APPEARANCE 

he was dignified, reserved and almost forbid- 
ding, with a thoughtful brow, deep-set eyes, 
& Drominent nose, grizzled beard and mus- 
tache, and jong hair, co straight down 
over bis ears. A London Times correspond- 
ent recently wrote from Tunis: “The sway 
Garibaldi holds over his own people is 
grounded upon boundless faith ned lees he 
is accustomed to have his absolute will wor- 
shipped, not disputed; may, his most 
passing} thoughts guessed and forestalled. 
Though the most affable and condescending 
ofmen,the distance between him and his 
most intimate friends is immense, and never 
overstepped. None dare to offer him advice, 
none even to address him when his brow is 
set and he broods over his venturous schemes. 
The very svell of the man is in his silence, 
and when he opens his lips the watchword 
must be to hear and obey. ” 

Such isthe man to whom Italy owes so 
deep a debt of gratitude; a man who, not- 
withstanding errors of judgment, remained 
one of the most revered and beloved as well 
as One of the most remarkable men of the 
nineteenth century.

THE PUDDLERS’ STRIKE. 


—— 


The Men Firm and the Situation 
Unchanged. 


News From the Mills—Chicago, Cinciu- 
pati and Elsewhere. 


There is no marked change in the situ ation 
to-day. Vheonly bar mili now running in 
the city is the MacDonald Mill, on Main and 
Miller streets. One evidence of the earnest- 
ness of the strikers is the fact that the men 
keep away from the bar-rooms and do not 
evince any disposition to hold meetings to 
discuss their grievances. As a class the 
men are intelligent and thoughtful, 
and unless given an impetus from without 
are notlikely tobecome excited or quarrel- 
some. They assert that they will maintain 
their present peaceable attitude no matter 
how long the strike may last, but the fact 
must be taken into account in casting up pro- 
bable results that all the men, even the most 
improvident, have been putting aside a cer- 


tain amount from the weekly 
earnings for the very purpose 
of maintaining themselves and their 
families during the bard times which 


they knew were coming. Mang of thestrikers 
are in comfortable circumstances and able to 
live the rest of their days upon what they 
have saved; these are not likely, therefore, to 
stir up turbulence. The proprietors profess 
to be well satisfied that the summer will pass 
quietly. The only men who are at all likely 
to cause troubje are the common laborers 
about the mills, who, though they are 
not members of the association and were not 
cousulted concerning the propriety of strik- 
ing, are, nevertheless, thrown out of employ- 
ment like the rest. These men form by far 
the largest portion ofthe mill bands, Their 
Wages are small, ranging from. $1 to #2 per 
day only. Of course they can not be expect- 
ed to have laid by anything, and the stoppage 
of the mills leaves them at the 
mercy of the hard times. If there is to be 
any trouble with the strikors, the members of 
the Amalgamated Asscciation assert that it 
will originate with these men, and not with 
the members. Whatever developments are 
likely to follow from the strike will come 
s00n. 
AT CHICAGDS. 

SOUTH CHICAGO, June 3.—The situation at 
Irondale is practically unchanged this morn- 
ing. The men wil! bold a secret meeting this 
afternoon totake action upon a telegram, 
alleged to have been received from President 
Jarrett, advising the men to use their owg 
judgment as to whetherthey stay out longer 
ornot. There isastrong feeling here this 
morning thatit would be advisable to continue 
at work until the 15th. While the committee 


at Pittsburg is conferring with 
the manufacturers, some of the 
men are loud in their denunciation 


of President Jarrett, claiming he should not 
consent that the men should do anything 
different from Pittsburg. Leading wen 
among the iron workers express great confi- 
dence in Jarrett. However, there will prob- 
ably be asplit among the iron-workers over 
the question whether to go work Monday, till 
the 15th, pending the arbitration, or whether 
to stick out until Pittsburg signs the scale. 
To-day isthe semi-montbly pay-day at the 
mills. The men are all quiet and orderly.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 3.—Nothing new 
was developed in the iron-workers, strike in 
this city to-day and everything is quiet. The 
repairs at the Central rolling-mill are going 
on anu a force of men are constantly at work 
there. Itis thought that they will be com- 
pleted in two weeks and that the men will 
then resume work. Alli other branches of the 
iron-workers are quiet and no other strikes 
are feared.

by the verdict of the jury. 


When this case is disposed of the last gun in 
the Johnson Police Board imbroglio will have 
been fired. The total result of what promis- 
ed to be a huge affair was that Morgan Boland 
aid $784 45 for making a false affidavit, ana 
lack has excellent chances for paying bigher 
for the samme sport.

GIUSEPPE GARIBALDL 

Late yesterday afternoon, in his island fast- 
ness of Caprera, full of years and honors, the 
dreams of his youth passed into the realities 
of his manhood, died GIUSEPPE GARIBALDI, 
theSavior of Italy. No man in the Nine- 
teenth Century has been as warmly loved and 
as bitterly hated. At once a popular hero 
and popular demon, his life was iived amid 
crises in which his stern devotion to principle 
and to humanity singled him out asaleaderto 
be followed with, blind belief or fought 
with desperate resistance. GARIBALDI car- 
ried the gospel of tbe people into Italy, 
preaching it, as MOHAMMED preached the 
Koran, with fire andsword. The time was 
big with the fate ofthe Latin peoples when 
he came upon the stage of Europe, the hour 
was at hand for Italy to take her place in the 
community of nations, and GARIBALDI it was 
who rallied e!ements to {he supportof VICTOR 
EMMANUEL that built his throne firmly ina 
united kingdom and amid a united people. 
Born in 1807 GARIBALDI in 1834 was al- 
ready an exile from his native Nice, pro- 
scribed and hunted for his share in the re- 
volt of young Italy. After a short period in 
the French navy he made his way to South 
America, and there the record of his life 
reads like aromance. He at once took ser- 
vice in the army of the republics on the Rio 
de ja Plata, and after the battle of San Anto- 


nio, February 6, 1846, he received the well- 
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merited title of the “Hero of Montevideo.”’ 
In 1848 he came back to Italy, and CHARLES 
ALBERT of Lombardy declined his services. 
The provisional government of the prov- 
ince accepted GARIBALDI, however. and his 
connection with the liberation of Italy may 
date from that time. He was always a hard 
fighter, and he was asually a3 fortunate as he 
was brave. Often did he see the whole work 
of his life crumble to ruin about him. Pa- 
tiently did he go to work reconstructing it. 
Defeat or disaster spurred him on to new ef- 
forts. He was exiled often, but each time he 
returned from exile in triumph. When the 
Ausjrian grip was fastened on Italy, so that 
all despaired, he was driven to Amer- 
ica, and here he made a fortune 
in business, which he carried back to Italy 
with him on his return in 1854. In 1859 he 
set Northern Italy afire and passed from one 
triumph to another to the unfortunate peace 
of Villafranca, which came near undoing all 
he had done. Alone he drove the Bourbons 
out of the Two Sicilies, added this great 
Kingdom to the crown of VICTOR EMMANUEL, 
and,his work done,retired to his island of Ca- 
prers. When the French Republic was 
prostrate before Prussia, that “grand old 
man, with the heart of fire anc the brain of 
straw,’ asa German writer cailed him, has- 
tened to draw his sword on the weaker side. 
In his old age, despite the success of Italian 
unity, GARIBALDI has been alienated from 
the Government. He has had titles, honors 
and wealth offered him freely, but he has 
lived on what he earned himself, and he has 
proudly neld that the name of GARIBALDI 
was a prouder title than any a King could 
give. 


THE CABLE MONOPOLY. 

The rate for sending cable messages has 
been raised from 25 to 50 cents a word. The 
increase is a direct consequence of the ab- 
sorption of the two new American cables by 
the “‘pool.”? When Mr. JAY GOULD started 
outon his cable scheme, there was a tre- 
mendous flourish of “independeuce for- 
ever;’? ‘“‘American competition with Euro- 
pean monopoly;” ‘‘cheap rates,” and ali 
that sort of thing. Even’ a asix- 
cent rate was talked of. The Euro- 
pean cable “pool,” which was declared to 
be sucking the life-blood out of the noble

American public, was to be crushed out by a |

truly American enterprise, and a millennium 


shinee be allowed to last? Will the Ameri- 
can people, however long-suffering they may 
be, submit to be taxed by so grievous 4 mon- 
opoly? We think not. A _ free and inde- 
pendent cable connected with land lines in 
this country that shali be thoroughly inde- 
pendent of the Western Union is only a ques- 
tion of very little time, and will be hailed 
with delight not only by those directly inter- 
ested in cheaper cable rates but by every lover 
of liberty and fair play. 


ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

The average American visiting Europe— 
let us say England, as best i'lustrating the 
point we wish to make—is deeply impressed 
with the apparent solidity and stability of 
everything he sees. Hereisa political sys- 
tem the gradual growth of many centuries; an 
ecclesiastical system which has grown with, 
and to a certain extent out of, the political; 
a social system which may be considered the 
product of both—and ail seeming so welded 
together, and so anchored in the fundamental 
ideas of the people, that nothing can ma- 
terially change them. The visitor, if he be of 
a conservative turn of mind, contrasts this 
solidity and stability with what he considers 
the insecurity and uncertainty pertaining to 
republican institutions, and wishes that 
somehow the tendencies of these latter might 
be so modified as to give us more of the en- 
viable English permanence—more of ‘‘the 
fixed and settled” feeling ne fancies he finds 
there. If, however, he happens to belong to 
that rather rare class of travelers who are not 
content with mere surface indications, and 
look beneath for the real truth of matters, he 
will proceed to vigorous iavestigation and in- 
quiry, the results of which may remind him 
of the old, old proverb, ‘‘All that glitters is 
not gold.’? 

Beginuing witb the political system, he will 
learn that there isa great variety of opinions 
concerning it, and that the most intelligent 
Englishmen concede its weakness and admit 
the probability of very important alterations 
at no very distant day. But even these Eng- 
lishmen, he will be surprised to learn, are 
not altogether sure that popular government 
is the best, that royalty and aristocracy can 
be dispensed with, that every citizen should 
be a voter, and that the verdict of the ballot- 
box should be final and imperative. In other 
words, he learns that questions long since 
definitely and decisively answeredin America

This has been our uniform experience so far; 
but will it always continue so? Can we not 
secure for cable telegraphy that most vital 
element of every business depending on 
public patronage—free and open competi- 
tion. 

Before long the new Danish-American 
Cable, via Iceland and Greenland, is to be 
laid, we understand. It wili have great ad- 
vantages over those now existing, being reai- 
ly composed of several short cable 
sections, a break in which can be easily 
ascertained and remedied. Thelong inter- 
ruptions so disastrous to the interests of the 
public caused by breaks which can be located 


| only with the greatest difficulty on the present 


long trans-atlantic cables would be aveided, 
and atthe same time a much higher rate of 
speed attained. The enormous length of the 
present cables renders the transmission of 
messages unavoidably slow and expensive. 
The breaking of the circuit at the cable sta- 
tions to be established at Greenland and Ice- 
land, and the re-transmission of messages, 
can be done, we are assured, with the great- 
est dispatch, and a cheaper, quicker and 
better service be established by this new line 
than is to be expected from the 
present monopoly now reinforced by the 
accession of that noble, sturdy cham- 
pion of American rights, JAY GouLp. But 
aside from the mode of operating the new 
cable, there is another reason why it should 
givethe public @ more reasonable service. 
The present cables have been ‘stocked and 
bonded at fabulous figures. Fourteen mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of securities are to be 
issued on the two new American cabies 
which are admitted not to have cost 
more than seven millions. The mon- 
opoly, as now re-established, comprises 
eight cables with a total indebr- 
edness and capital—mostly _ fictitious—of 
over sixty-five million dollars. While a new 
cable, according to competent authority, can 
be laid for three, the pubiic are taxed to pay 
interest and dividends on over eicht millions 
per cable. The cable “pool,” now evena 
more gigantically inflated bubble than before 
when JAY GOULD announced its easy and 
speedy demolition to an innocently confiding 
community, has grown so fat and rich out of 
itshuge stock-watering operations and its 
successful absorption of every new compet- 
ng cable, that the moment it feels itself safe 
against immediate rivairy it impudently ad- 
vances the rate to 50 cents per word. 
Hitherto the reductions of rates—like that 
of last August, When the most recent ‘cable 
war’’ began—have been simply made with a 
view to fighting and crushing out competi- 
tion. The throat-cutting between the old 
and new companies has been invariably ar- 
rested when the projectors of the last new 
cable have been soothed with a slice from the 
mouopoly’s big loaf. These gentry appear 
to have been always content with sucha re- 
sult (involving in every instance an additional 
burden of watered stock upon the public),re- 
gardiess of their high-flavored promises of in- 
dependence, etc. But will such a condition of 
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system there rests on sandy foundations, and 
is liable to be seriously shaken or irretriey- 
ably shattered at short notice. Passing tothe

that it ends in “fan upper class materialized, 
a middle class vulgarized, and a lower class 
brutalized.’ And he finds, too, what he has 
found elsewhere, that propositions which, in 
America, are considered self-evident, are 
doubted or denied, and that the most careful 
and impartial observers believe that the pres- 
ent social system in England must either be 
radically reconstructed or wholly revolution- 
ized. 

When our American visitor has finished 
his labor of investigation and inquiry, he 
sums up the result in this practical 
and suggestive fashion: “The alleged 
solidity and stability of Eaglish institutions is 
imaginary rather than real. Nothing is fixed 
and settled there, not even the ownership of 
the land or the right of the landlord to rent 
his lands tothe highest bidder and collect his 
rents. The basis of Parliamentary repre- 
sentation is not fixed and settled, nor the 
right of suffrage, nor the prerogatives of the 
Crown, nor the existence of the House of 
Lords and the Established Church, nor any- 
thing pertaining to the temporal and spiritual 
interests of the people. Everything, from 
the throne downwards, is more or less in- 
secure and uncertain; and what is worse, 
many of the fundamental principles of goy-

What Americans should do is 
try and make themselves worthy of America,

The announcement made yesterday of the 
contemplated transfer of Police Captains Her- 
cules and Price from the Second tothe Fourth 
and fromthe Fourth to the Second Districts 
respectively is confirmed, and is supple- 
mented by the further announcement that 
Capt. Anton Huebler has been ordered to the 
command of the Fifth District. Caps. Frangel 
is to take his placein the Third. The ¢rans- 
fers are made by the Board of Pulice 
Commissioners upon the recommendation 
of the Chief of Police. The propriety of the 
transfer of Capt. Hercules is sufficiently ques- 
tionabie without the sequel of the flagrant 
aisregard of the public interest which the re- 
moval of.Capt. Huebler to the Fifth District 
involves. Whatthe Chief of Policé intends, 
or what reason he hastfor his action is abso- 
lutely undiscoverabie. His shortterm of ot-

Atthe above mentioned 
rates no ice-dealer in St. Louis is now paying 
running expenses,as the extreme cool weather 
has reduced their business at least two thirds 
and with expenses almost if not quite as 
large as if doing the usual business of thig 
period of the summer, have ail run behind on 
their business thus tar. I hardiv believe thas 
consumers of the cool commodity generally 
will complain of she size of their ice bills con- 
tracted up to the present time.

A favorite saying of old Dr. McDowell, the 
father of Missouri medical practice and sur- 
gery, WAS this: ‘“‘After three years, Mis- 
sourians, take quinine, or die.” This was a 
roughj yet hardly too strong manner of call- 
ing attention to the fact that the prevailing 
type of disease in this locality is malaria. Dr. 
McDowell lived and died prescribing auinine, 
and his successors are still ladling out the 
drugin very considerable quantities. Most 
of us know its taste and have experienced 
the horrible premonitory honeeache which 
jeads to its prescription by the family physi- 
cian. Missourians, itis true, dodie of other 
than malarial affections, but, as in the days of 
Father; McDowell,|typhus, intermittent fever, 
old ague and the ilk are carrying away 
thousands of our best people annually. The 
ravaces Of malaria are not decreasing with 
the growth of the city, but rather increasing. 
An article appeared in the Post-DISPpatTcu 
some time ago calling attention to the fact 
that alarge percentage of the malaria devel- 
oped in St. Louis can be traced directly to 
the gases Which arise from sewers and waste 
pipes. In this article were opinions of lead- 
ing physicians, professors, architects and 
plumbers as tothe horrible and alarmingly 
frequent results accruing from the very de- 
fective sewerage arrangements which gener- 
ally prevail in our residences. Houses, and 
even wliole blocks, were shown to be so ter- 
riniy infected that sickness was the fate of 
nearly ail who occupied them. The chief 
panitary officer of the city testified that nine 
outof every ten houses in the city are in- 
fected with these most polsonous gases— 
bouses alike of rich and poor—and particular 
jyestances were also cited where life was only 
aved at the eleventh hour bv a removal from 
n infected house, or by athorough over- 
haulingof all the plumbing. It was shown 
hat interior water-closets, unless constructed 
Ld maintained upon the most approved and 
xrpensive system, werethe most Gangerous 
hngs that couid be put within a dwelling: 
nally that a house might be permeated with 
ewer gas and yet the same be imperceptibie

danger without indicating a way to avoid 
thatdanger. Itis comparatively useless to 
tei\amanthat bis house is probably laden 
from garret to cellar witb the most pernicious 
ges Known to civilization, and that he and 
bisfafiy are likely soon to reach Beliefon- 
faine Viatyphus. How is he to know that 
his house is one of the infected ones, and if 
be uoves will he betier bimself?

Sewer gas is composed of a 
humier gases which vary some- 
what. Sulpuretted hydrogen and ammonia 


are, however, always present, and it is for 
there that tests are most readily made, 
Sometimes these gases are so strong that they 
can be detected in various parts of a house 
by the kense of smell, but generally not. An- 
other good indication of their presence is a 
feeling of languor, accompanied by a poor 
ippetite and a weak stomach, which often 
Siiacks an active or healthy person when ex- 
posed tosewer gas. A chronic pain in the 
muck of the neck, ora feeling of being ‘‘al- 
ways tired,” is algo w good indication of bad 
drainage. Wherever there is a drsinpipe, 
fewergas may almost certainly be found. 
Well-constructed drainpipes are provided 
With traps immediately below each opening. 


Theoretically the traps are always 
ful of water, and the bad _ wgases 
Wil not pass through ~ this water. 


Practically, the traps are often defective and 
bifull of water, and gas will pass through 
themeven when full.

tubs, etc., has been torn away,and sometimes 
the trouble will ouly be found after the drain- 
pipes enter the ground. The pipes which 
underiie the backyard or connect with 
some sewer in the street may have 
been badly laid or been undermined by the 
work of rats. In such a case there may bea 
cesspool under the back-yard or a regular 
muck-hole under the front pavement, the 
chief vent of which is found in your house. 

There will be many who will think tbat the 
evils of sower gas are here exaggerated; in- 
deed they will say they never heard of such a 
thing until within a few years. But such 
persons forget that the conditions have great- 
ly changed within a few years. The old plan 
was to place a bath-room somewhere at the 
rear of the house, and this connected with 
the alley or sewer by single 
and direct pipe, but now the 
drain-pipes run all over the houses, opening 
into sleeping-rooms through set wash basins, 
and even bath-rooms are attached to sleeping- 
rooms. Thesupply pipes and drainage pipes 
run parallel in the house, and who can tell 
whether their contents don’t become mixed 
under ground by defective plumbing. At 
any rate the openings are all in the house in 
close rooms, where can be done the most 
damage to health. Itis said that there was 
uever a case of diphtheria in New York City 
until the introduction of Croton water. The 
disease cannot now ve laid to the water ex- 
cept sofar asthe water necessitates a drain- 
age which is oftener bad than good. The 
whole ground on which a city like St. Louis 
stands may be considered

80 close is the net-work of pipes and so de- 
fective the workmanship in layingthem. A 
prominent physician and professor of St. 
Louis declares that itis unsafe to sleep ina 
room where there is a stationary wash-stand 
Without first testing for sewer gas. Inside 
bath-rooms opening into sleeping-rooms 
should be well ventilated at night and the 
cut-or secured. Inthe down-town portion 
of the city there are very few inside water 
ciosets where the plumbing is not so defec- 
tive that the sewer gas can be detected by 


every person who. enters the bath- 
room, The houses are old and 
the landlords will not do the 


necessary replumbing to keep out the foul 
air. In new houses the plumbing is defective 
on account of the avarice of the builder, who 
wiil pay for the meanest and cheapest kind of 
work. The building law requires that in 
every house where there is a water closet 
there shall be a vent pipe, or stench pipe, as 
it is called, leading to and above the roof of 
the bouse. Only the newer houses, howev- 
er, will be found to have this vent, and even 
then it often does more harm than good, be- 
ing putupin so defective a manner asto 
serve only to conduct the sewer gas inte some 
upper bed-room through the walls. 
In conclusion Jet it be  oborre in 
mind that landiords can bé made to repair 
bad plumbing by notifying the Chief Sanitary 
Ojlicer of the city at the Health Office in the 
City Hall. Let every skeptical reader ‘try the 
tests given above for sewer gas and convince 
himself as to the cleanliness or foulness of the 
air he is jivingin,eating in and sieeping in. 
Sewer gas is certainly the best ally of the 
doctor in St. Louis.

A Wise Decision. 
The Board of Directors of Washington 
University passed arule at its last meeting 
that the degree of “Doctor of Philosophy” 
shall be given, if at all, in such a manner as 
to make it mean something. If given to grad- 
uates of the University, it will be only to those 
who have three years previously obtained 
the degree of A. M., after examination, 
and who bave devoted two years additional 
to some carefully prescribed course of study. 
If given to any thus it shall not be as an 
‘honorary degree,’ but in recognition of high 
attainments in one or more departments of 
scientific, classical or polite learning and by a 
three-fourths vote of the Board of Directors. 
Not more than two such degrees can be con- 
ferred in any one year. Hitherto this Uni- 
versity bas conferred no degree 
of Ph. D. to any one, and 
only one of LL. D. which was given to 
Hon. Judge Treat in recognition of distin- 
guished legal attainments. It was the first 
university in the United States to require a 
standard of attainment before giving the de- 
vree of A. M., which used to be given a8 a 
matter of course to any graduate of A. B. 
after a lapse of three years,if applied for. This

A LIE SOMEWHERE. 


Divorced Devitt Charges His Wife with 
Willful Perjury. 


A tew weeks since Judge Boyle tried the 
divorce case of John J. Devitt against Delia 
Devitt. The court, after hearing the testi- 
mony, dismissed the husband’s Dill and 
gave a decree to the wife, with 


the custody of her child. Now comes 
the husband again into court, moving fora 
new trialon the serious ground of perjury. 
The Devitts were married May 15, 1878, in 
this city. They lived together two vears. 
The husband alleged that he had al ways treat- 
ed his wife with kindness and affection and 
bad studied her comfort and happiness. 
fie charged that his wife, however, disre- 
garded her marital obligations and received 
attention of a grossly improper character 
from other men. He mentioned a fast resort, 
North Seventh street, and specially charged 
his wife with visiting it in the 
company with various persons unknown 
to him. Mrs. Devitt filed an answer 
and cross bill alleging that her husband 
cruelly whipped her, once on Christmas day, 
1878, when, after whipping her, he turned her 
outofthe house. Again, a month later, she 
alleged that she was unmercifully whipped 
by her husband. who threatened like- 
wise the life of the child. Mrs. 
Devitt related another occasion in Septem- 
ber, 1879, at Chicago when her husband gave 
her a severe whipping and subsequently in 
St. Louis on the 15th of August, 1880. The 
husband’s affidavit for a new trial and re- 
versal of the decree sets forth that the judg- 
ment in his wife’s favor was obtained 
by fraud and perjury. He states: 

“it was charged iu the petition that Mrs. 
Devitt was guilty of aaaltery at a house, 1\9 
North Tenth street, in the month of October, 
1880. Such an averment was a material mat- 
ter in issue. In the trial of said cause, 
Mrs. Devitt, being then and = there 
a witness in her own behalf, 
testified that she was not an inmate of said 
house, nor did she ever commit adultery 
therein, nordid she ever live in or see such 
house.” This testimony was wholly false, 
Mr. Devitt alleges, and was made for the sole 
view of procuring a divorce. Mr, Devitt swears 
that in fact his wife was at that time an inmate 
of the house mentioned,and did commit 
the acts complained ofin his petition, and he 
states that his wife is, therefore, gulity of 
willful and corrupt perjury.

Experiments With Elephants, 
From tne New York Herald, 


The real resuits ofthe experiment of using 
Indian elephants in Africa, whicu was made 
at the suggestion of the English geographer 
Keith Johnston, have just been publisbed by 

he African traveler Kankin. Toe elephant 
trainin July, 1879, attempted to penetrate 
fiom the Zanzibar coast to Lake fanganyika. 
[he expedition, unter Mr. Carter aod Mr 

Rankin, was furnished with four elephants 
brought from India and placed atits disposa! 
by the Belgian government. Tae cnief prob- 
iems to be solved by the experiment were the 
ability of the tame Indianelephant to resis 

ihe attacks of the tseise fly, which is #0 dead- 
ty to ox, norse and donk-y, his endurance io 
a long journey when fed oaly on the unculti- 
vated food of Africa, aud his power to marca 
over ail styles of ground—soft, stony anu 
marshy. 

The full details of the expedition, given ino 
‘his moath’s Record of Geography by Mr. 
Rankin, show that the ponderous beast wa- 
quite equal to the demands made on him in 
ransporvicg heavy bu. dens over the wilds of 
Equatorial Africa. For twenty-ihree days 
ihe four elepuants stood the atigeks of the 
swarms of tseise, and, though iosing much 
vyigod, they showed no sigus of poisoning 
Untfortunateiy for the clear success of the ex 
periment, ‘hey siarted on their long tramp 
mucb too heavily laden, each elephant carry- 
ing about one thousand itive hundred paunds 
of merchandise aud b«ggage, or peariv twice 
is much as they could have been reasona sly 
expecied t» bear. Asaresuit of this over- 
joadiag three of the animals, after reacuing 
the end of their journey, died, but Mr. Ita.- 
kin, nevertbe'ess, pronounces the experiment 
a success. It bas long been asseiteu DY 50Me 
writers that the elephant is unavVaiiabie for 
transportiog burdens, but in this Case the 


weight borne was double that which is re 
garded as a safe average forthe camel. I< the 


Indian elephant can be employed economical- 
ly in crossing Central Africa it is clear a great 
advance will be madein the exploration an. 
civilization of this wild region.
